‘Several other countries’ besides U.S. and Israel 
sent arms to Iran, Casey tells Congress 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — Hie leader of 
the Democratic I^rty in the House of 
RepresentetiFes on Fii^y accused l^eodent 
Ronald Reagan of violating the law by 
supplyii^ arms to Iran and said Tehran paid 
more than $12 million for miss iles bought 
firom the U.S. 


Jim Wright, commenting after a 
closed-door meetmg with Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
Director William Casey, Mr. 
Quey told him that President 
Re^an bad oidezed the CIA to 
widihold informatimi about the 
covert ration from Congress. 
‘T don't think there is any 
question that the law has been 
broken," said Mr. Wrigbt, who is 
wcpected to betheqzel^erof the 
House of Representatives when 
Congress reconvenes in January. 

Mr. Wijgfat told reporters that 
IDOO of the 2J)08 Tow missfles 
bon^t from die United States 
were assembled in San Antonio 


last February. Others were 
shipped separately, he said. 

"All were paid for by Iran — 
S12 milBon plus," said Mr. 
Wrigbt. 

Mr. Wright said dial other than 
the United States and Israel, 
“several other countries" have 
shqiped arms to Iran. But be said 
these shipments were not 
necessarily connected to the 
efforts by the United States to 
improve U.S.-Iranian relations 
and free American hostages held 
in Lebanon. 

“ We have leaned ^ut people 
from other countries who have 
been involved in sh^ments (of 


arms) with the oondoning of the 
United States and the ooniplicity 
of die United States in some 
instaoces," Mr. Wright said. 

And he said these countries 
"felt, at least, that they were 
abiding with the wishes of the 
United States" in shipping armsio 
Iran. 

Mr. Wright said Mr. Casey 
assured members of the house 
intelligence committee that there 
are no other cases in which the 
CIA has been ordered to withhold 
information about a covert 
operation horn Congress. 

He said the law forbids the 
United States from withholding 
secret information from Congress 
and said it is "clear and 
unambiguous." 

Mr. Reagan revealed last week 
the United States had provided 
arms to Iran in a series of secret 
contacts with the fundamentalist 
Islamic republic over the last 18 
mondis. He denied the arms deals 
were aimed at getting the Iranians 
to pressure pro-Teh^ groups in 


Lebanon to free U.S. hostages. 

Republican Representative 
Henry Hyde of nfirois emerged 
f^roffl the private briefing and said.

Weinberger did so in a way that 
suggested Mr. Shultz was disloyal 
to the president in his manner of 
dissent. 

Former National Security 
Council adviser Robert 
McFarlane, singled out by the 
Weinberger camp as the driving 
force behind overture to Tehran, 
says he favoured a diplomatic 
tuning to moderate elements 
within tbe Iranian government. 

But in a statement issued by his 
office Thursday, Mr. McFarlane 
said "it was a mistake" to sell arms 
because tbe result has been 
“understandable turmoil that can 
have a very damaging eftectoo the 
ability of our country to lead.”

AMMAN(J.T.) —Anew clinic is 
under ooostniction in the Baqaa 
refi^ee camp (populatbn 67,000) 
to rq)laoe the old prefab general 
clinic.

Demand for fish rising steadily but 
local production remains very low 


AMMAN (Petra) • Jordan last 
year consumed 3,225 tonnes of 
beA and frozen fish and 2,963 
tonnes of canned fiA bnt only 
produced a total of SK) toanesfrom 
Its lakes, pools and rivers, 
according to Dr. I^halnmad 
Ya’qoub AJ Abbadi, director of 
the 'Animal Wealth Draaitmentat 
tbe Ministiy of Agrioiltuie.

Jordan is 23 kilogrammes 
anhually and this is risBg steadily, 
although it is for less than 
annual world average 
consumption of 18 Idlogianiines. 

Dr. Abbadi told tbe Jordan 
News Agepey, Petra, that the cost 
of jnodocB^ a kOogramnie of fish 
drouid not exceed 600 fils and that 
it can fetch a market price of JD 1 
to JD 1 3 per kilo, making fish 
farnimg a hjcntive venture. But, 
he said, suffident water and a 
suitable piece of land are required 
and a feastoility study oq tiie 
project dioula be conducted 
before any further steps can be 


taken. 

Fidi pioductioo can be done in 
large pcrols set up on several 
dunums of land where fish breed 
feeding cm different types of feed, 
he continued. Dr. AUiadi said this 
type of fish breeding requires 24 
hour supervision, especially in tbe 
initsd stages to ensure that the 
temperature and other 
environmeotal factors are 
constant. 

Before embarking on the 
project, those involved should 
make sure that the water supplies 
contain no ;a^s or other 
elements, such as ammonia, 
oopffer, mercury dr zioc or even 
pesticides whidOnay poison or loll - 
the firii, Dr. Abbadi pointed out. 

He also said that (fifferent types 
of fish breed at different 
temperatures and some breed weO 
in s^ty water. Jordan, Dr. Abbadi 
said, lacks salt water fish, and the 
local pnxluction comes from fresh 
water rivers and pools which 
should be warm enough for the 
fish. 

A|>ait from their nutritional 
value, fish can be useful in helping 
to eliminate b aharria and malari a 
because the fidi feed on snails in 
tbe water and mosquitoes whidi 
setde OD the surface of the water. 
Dr. Abbadi added. 


Referring to fish production in 
Jordan. Dr. Abbadi said that the 
largest fish farms are in the Jordan 
Valley where the water is warm 
enough for tneeding and rearing. 
At present, most of the local 
production comes from the Arab 
Fish Company in the Jordan 
Vall^, wttich is owned by the 
Pension Fund, tbe Social Security 
Corporation and the Jordan 
Economic and Socia'l 
Organisation for Retired 
Servicemeo. The com pany breeds 
and rears the fish in 42 pools 
wfakh are applied with water 
from tbe River Jordan which is 
constantly oxygenated. 

In the experimental stage, 
which started in 1984, die 
conq>any produced 40 tonnes of 
fish a y^ but this year it 
produced a total of ^ tonnes, 
accoiding to Dr. Abbadi. He said 
that pioductioo is expected to rise 
to 200 tonnes in the coming year. 

According to Mr. Ahn^ AJ 
Lahham, a member of the 
conq^y's board,, the project 
requires 1300 cubic metres of 
water per hour an'd is being 
operated oo a 17 dunum piece (x 
land. He said tiiat the total ca pifai 
involved in the project was JD 
650.000 and tiiat the production is 
mostly sold in the Jordaman 
maikex.

Jordan has been a staunch advocate of an Arab summit and a nieetiDg 
by Arab leaders who alone have die final say in matters of destiny for 
their nation. For Jordan, solidarity anoong Arab states is a matter of 
paramount importance and this solidarity is bound to be enbanced 
through a summit and through a concert^ will and firm Arab stand.

Al Rai: Rifai regrets U.S.-Iran dealings 


IN a very strong statement. Prime Minister Zaid Rifai has expressed 
regret at Washington's decision to sell arms to Iran. Mr. said 
that the arms deal contradicts official American policy and can only 
harm America's ersdibiUty. This statement reflects the Arab 
Nation's feelings and also tte disappoioonear of Washington's own 
friends mid even those among the U.S. administration who do not 
condone such action. In his statement carried 1^ the Associated 
Press. Mr. Rifai said that the United States oi^t to adopt a balanced 
attitude in these (fuestioos, and a similar poOcy in deauog with the 
Arabs and Israel if h ahns at regaining its credibility in the Middle 
East regkm. The prime minister pointed out that Washingtoa's 
decision to sell weapons to Iran to fuel the Gulf war while dmying 
any arms shipments to Jordan to defend itself against aggression was 
totally contradictory to America's claim of being keen on 
maintaining stability in the Arab regioa. Declared American policies 
are not always reflected in Washington's actions, and this is very 
dangerous indeed to intemational relations. If the United States 
abandons this undeihand dealing in its relations with its friends, then 
no doubt it will be on the ri^t course for enhancing the cause of 
peace and redressing the damage that has been inflicted to America's 
credibility around the world. 


Al Diistour: A unified Arab stand urged 


WASHINCTTON'S decision to supiply Iran with weapons entaib 
grave dangers and is bound to fuel the six year old Gulf oonflicL 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifai reflected Jordan's, as well as the Arab 
Natfon's. views when he said that this development is a grave one and 
oratradicts Wa^mgmn's declared policies. The disck»UFe of the 
arms deals with Iran places the Arabs face to face' with a new 
daogorous situation and pron^ts them to ns>examiDe their portion' 
vis-a-vis the Iran-Iiaq war now that it has become clear that the 
United States and Israel are both feeding the Iranian war machinery 
for inTling the Arabs and devastating their homeland.

WE are surprised at the former Israeli prime minis ter' s ability to 
fabricate lies and falsehoods about the situation in the Mid(fle East 
and Ae manner in which he tries to cover up for Israel's illegal actions 
and repressive measures, i^nss told a Dutch parliament^ 
delegation visiting Israel that the Alexandria summit he held with 
President Mubarak has laid the ground for a new phase in the pexe 
process, and that the general economic conditions in the occupied 
Arab territories were good and tiiat Tei Aviv continues to exert 
efforts to establish peace in the Middle East.

Al Diistour: Herzog’s unsuccessful attempt 


ISRAEL'S President Chaim Herzog has just concluded an 18-day 
tour abroad in a bid to bri^ten IsraeFs image and to win friends for 
the Jew tsh state. Heizog tried his hand in making political gains in 

some of the distant islands and territories of Asia, in the Indian 
.Oicean and Sri Lanka and in Singapore with promises of help from 
Israel and technical, agricultural services to a number of countries. 
But this attempt at infiltrating these countries can never help achieve 
IsraeP s purpose, because those Asian countries have reject^ Israef s 
presence anx)Dgst them and continue to bar Tel Aviv's attempts of 
infiltratbn into the communities. The tour might have won laael 
only very feeble gains e^jecially if technical help was promised to a 
Quo^r of the poorer states in Hereog's itinerary. The tour was, as 
the Arabs can see, an attempt for gaining a foodiold for the Jewish 
state in the Asian continent although the visits indnded marginal 
areas and a number of islands. The Arabs however, shonld not 
remain idle but should foil all Israeli endeavours of winnii^ ovear any 
friends in Asia and Africa that mi^t pennit Israeli infiltration into 
the two continents. We call for an intensifkation of efibits to drive 
away all Israeli diplomatic efforts in Asia, in Atiica or in the islands 
surrounding the two continents.

defector or disinformant?

WHEN the London 5u/zd^ 72>ner 
ran a ^lecial Insist femure on 
IsraeFs nuclear programme at 
Dimona, it all seem^ Eterfectiy 
straightforward. An Israeli 
tecfani<nan, Mordechai Vanunu, 
had provided phofogr^ihs and a 
personal account of the exirtenoe 
and activities of a secret 
production {riant ^decisive proof 
that Israel was not (Hily capable of 
producing nuclear weapons, but 
had actually done so. Yet die 
report raised many more 
questions than it claimed to 
answer. 


Why, to begin with, should 
Vanunu have decided to reveal ^ 
be knew about the Israeli nuclear 
effort to the world —an act of high 
treason that would entail 
enormous psychological 
ag pniang , ix>t to mention social 
ostracism and the oertainty of a 
lifetinto hiding in exile? All die 
Sunday Times suggested was that 
he bad been made redundant for 
having bobiKriibed with Arab 
students at university, hardly 
suffioent cause to embark on such 
a coarse. But how did he come to 
smnpgift a camera into the plan* 
and take a staggering 60 
photogra{riis (entirely umoticed) 
even before be had been fired? 
R)ssi>lyhe wasaliea(tyi)laaainga 
dramatic revelatxHi. possMy 
be was allowed to make one. 


There are other loose ends. 
Why was Vanunu iBcanited mto 
the Dimona workforce witii no 
real security vettng — in a 
country so paranoid abont secrecy 
that a straying Israeli ^ty^Bre 
f^ter jet was shot down over 
Dimona in 1967, with its pfiot 
being subjected to intense grfiltng 
and accii^ of spyiig for die 
Arabs? And why was Vammu 
immediately enqifoyed in the 


ultra-sensitive Maefaon 2, the 
main jriant for the separation and 
enridiment of radioactive matter 
and for die produetkm of bond) 
oonponents? 

Soon after die story had brokn, 
die Israeli daily Ha'aretz ran an 
editorial about the (iismfonnation 
campaign between the 
suE>erpoweis, involvit^ the me oS 
ftice defectors. As if to provide an 
exanq)ie, Vanonu dcap|)eaied 
from London mid his friends 
believe he was captured by 
Mossad, the laaeG ntelfigeoce 
ageocy, and bioi^tback to Israel 
to stand tria], fueling local 
^teoilatioD that he was indeed a 
bogus d^ector who would be 
(juietiy reinstated into normal 
society. Indeed, botii Vanunu's 
emeigenoe into the news md his 
sudden disappearance were 
bizarre. For someone had 
frianmxJ it so carefully as to 
{xovide photographic evideuoe, 
his attempts to publicise his story 
were dumty, evra reluctant. And 
decile his protestatimis to the 
uoMlr ai y, he was singulaily lax 
about personal security: several 
jieople knew he had the story and 
wmild release it, even before the 
events; he also allowed the Insist 
team to present the Israeli 
enriiasty in UHid(xi witii a c(^ (>f 
his passport and statement for 
verincation. Conversely, once the 
story was oat, it was impossirie for 
other pec^e to contact him and 
draw their own coodusioas — he 
was macoesstile to all but the 
Tones, and only belatedly, 
to Mcffisaid. 


So much for detective work. 
The teal case for doubting the 
Sunday Times Kport lies not in 
questioning Vanunu's 
authenticity but in studying the 
nature of the informatioD he has 


provided dx>ut IsraeFs nudear 
efforts. Not that it is untrue; but 
t^t it is not news. It may seem 
inq)ressive to have what purports 
to be concrete proof of Israel's 
nudear weapons programme, but 
what is remark^le is that in 
providing so much evidence, 
Vanunu fiuled to reveal, anytiiing 
that was not already known about 
it. Was this accident or design? 

Most inqiortant, virtually all 
Vanunu’s technical infomiatioo 
relates to the |>rooess by wfaiefa 
eoricbed uranium and plutonium 
are produced, and to otter system 
des^ aqiects. Thb is mfonnation 
R^Dy available lo any nuclear 
technician or xientist. In stark 
contrast to the voluminous, 
(tetailed inibiTnation that Vanunu 
does ()tDvide, he is inexplicably, 
bat Gonsisteatly, uninformed on 
any a^iMts of Israeli nuclear 
capabilities which the world 
oommunity does not already know 
about. 

What bomb design is used, for 
use on what delivery system 
(rocket, gun or aircraft), and what 
is the mix of weafions-grade 
radioactive fuel used n mining 
the warheads? The answers to 
such questions would reveal much 
about Israel's real nuclear 
capabilities in war; bond) type 'and 
size determine the means of 
delivery, in turn afrecting range; 
warhead design and composition 
determine hoW'clean” abomb is 

— that is. how completely the 
radioactive matter detemates and 
thus how powerful the explosion 

— and the extent of fallout; and 
finally, the ability to manufacture 
small, conqiact warheads allows a 
wider range of applications — 
from major "strategic" .strikes 
against Arab cities to limited 
“taetJeaF* strikes qgainst s|)edfic 
miUiaty targets. Most significant is 


the absence »t technological 
information revealing IsraeFs 
abifity to oemtiol tiie size of an 
erq)lo^a and its resultant faUout 
— without such an abfiity, any use 
by Israel of nudear weapons 
against nearby targets risks 
irtadiating its own population and 
territory. 

Of course, Vanunu caimot be 
expected to Imow eveiything. ^t 
he participated in the production 
of weqrons-grade matter, and in 
the manufacture of bombs, or at 
least had direct access to the 
process and its Eiroducts, as his 
photographs and testinxMiy show. 
For example, Vanunu offers 
precise figures on the wei^t of 
(riutonhim produced, and on die 
use of. tritium, lithium 6, and 
deuterium in weapons 
manufacture. He has also 
{ritotographed bomb parts. So be 
would krow the approximate 
(Smensions of such wea{>ons, their 
oplosive mix, and their design 
(ty])e of detonator, whether they 
implode or explode, and so on). 
Anyone woiki^ in the plant for 
nine years could make an 
educat^ guess: a year ago. a 
visiting American scientist saw an 
IsiaeG nuclear warhead; it' was 
approximately two feet long, 
18-20 inches in diameter, and 226 
pounds in we^ht {Jerusalem Post, 
Aug. 10, 1985). 'Riis was the first 
real indication that Israel 
possessed the technological 
know-how for miniaturisacioo, 
essential to adapting nuclear 
bombs for rockets and aitilleiy. 
Yet Vanunu mentions nothing so 
revealing. 

In summary, the gaps in 
Vanunu'sstory and his convenient 
disaj^arance surest Israeli 
disinrormadon. If the is so, then 
the reported six-fold expansion of 


Dimona's reactor ouput, and tiie 
su|posed production of tritium 
may be ddiberate fabrications. 
ainiftri at convincing the Arabs of 
even more awesome power than 
Israel actually possesses. But why 
such a ploy now? 

There have long been two 
schools of thought in Israel witii 
respea to nudear E>ower. One 
calls for an overt stance, mi the 
basis that declared fjossession of 
nuclear wea|)oiis will form a more 
effective deterrent to the Arabs 
and may even oonpel them to 
seek E>cace with Israel. The 
dominant, “bomb in the 
basement" school believes firstly 
that Israel will suffer frorh 
intemational censure if it openly 
introduces -nudear weaEx>ns into 
theMiddldEast.and secondly that 
such an act will provide the Ai^ 
with a pretext for obtainiiig their 
own bonri). As crucially, an official 
Israeli deterrent would {irovide 
the USSR with the excuse to base 
its own nudear weapons on Arab 
soil, u^er the guise of protecti^ 
its allies in accordance with 
friendshp and defence treaties. A 
bomb in the basement, 
conversely, would allow farael to- 
protes a “no first introdoction, d(> 
first use" Eiolity to the West, yet 
sow fears in Arab minds with 
occasional bints and leaks tiiat 
would leave IsraeFs teal nudear 
status in doubt.

Muslim groups grow stronger in the Egyptian town of Assiuf

ASSIUT, Egypt — Riot polioe 
with machineguns guard the 
mosques and ctaurdies of thb 
soutii Egyptian chy where mBitant 
groups of Islamic fuadamentalists 
have lately been gaming strength. 

PoUce have no firm ^ures of 
the build-up in their numbexs 
evident here for so me weeks pest 

But they confirm that the 
Muslim fundamentalnts, who 
warn an Egypt governed 
exclusfrely by the precepts of 
Islamic law, have been moving in 
to Assiut from nei^bouring 
areas. 

Security here has been striped 
iq> since clashes last month 
between demonstrating mSitants 
and the police led to two deaths. 

Nightly foot patrols and 
truckloads of armed police 
moving at night have become a 
commonplace si^t here. 

The militants view Assiut as a 
cesne from wbkh an 
revolutioD could spread.'* We will 
strengthen our position here and 
will gradually move to other cities. 
Islam will win in the end," one of 
them told Reuters.

The man, who said he belonged 
to one of the clandestine ‘‘Islamic 
societies" which form a loosely 
coordinated nationwide 
movement, declined to be named.

Assiut b sensitive not only 
because of its fundamentalist 
bistoiy. but aim because it has a 
large number of indigenous 
Coptic Chrbtiaos among its 
500,000 |)eople. 

Residents say some Copts have 
moved away in recent years for 
fear of trouble, and Christians in 
Assiut governorate — who once 
outnumbered MusUiib — now 
form only 40 per cent of (he 
reguMi's milfion population. 

Thb b, however, a much higher 
{iropoition than the number of 
Christians in Egypt as a whole — 
an estimated six or seven mflfion, 
or 12 per cent, (ri the 51 mflHon 
population. 

Assiut Governor General 
Mamdough Zaki. appointed a 
month ago to tackle one of E^pFs 
toughest adminbtiative jobs, told 
Reuters in an interview that the 
shuatioD was under control and 
there had been no clashes between 
Muslims and Copts. 

"We all five in peace," Zaki 
said. But echoing statements by 
ministers in (^iro, he said 
anti-government activities would 
be dealt with firmly. "We will 
crush any hostilities decbively." 

President Hosni Mubarak's 
moderate government says 
Islamic law, or Sharia, is one of the 
bases of Egypt's legislation . But it 
has vowed to clamp down on 
extremisTD and remains armed 
wfth etneigency powers enforced 
after Sadat's assassination. 

Pursuing an uncomprombing 
official line. Zaki recently issued 
otde.ts {riaemg all mosques under 
goverameni control, including 
one which has kmg been run Ity 
fundamentalists in the centre of 
town, and banning meetings inside 
mosques. 


Clashes flared last month 
between riot police and Mu^ms 
protesting ^inst the deebion. 
Two fKople were killed and more 
than 120 were injured. 

Zaki said 54 people, mostly 
university students, were arrested 
after the riots and were being 
interrogated on charges of 
instigating trouble.

Brazil builds democracy after long dictatorship

BRASILIA — Brazir 5 centre-left 
government, buoyed by the 
biggest election win in the 
country's hbtory. has a strong 
mandate to press ahead with its 
programme of social reforms to 
nanow the gap between rich and 
poor.

Gulf states look to sea to 
ease water shortage

BAHRAIN — In a region where 
water, is as precious as oil. Gulf 
states turn to the sea for drinking 
water for their people and to 
irrigate the desert land. 

Stretching from Kuwait in the 
north to Oman in the south, the 
Gulf coasfime is dotted with huge 
desahnation plants and water 
pipehnes financed by oil revenues. 

Saudi Arabia, the world's 
largest oil exporter, says it distils 
more seawater into fresh water 
than any other country: 23 billion 
litres a day. 

Kuwait, less than a hundredth 
the size of Saudi Arabia, is 
expanding its desalinaiion plants 
to produce 1.1 bilhon litres daily 
1:^ 1988. 

In Bahrain, an island state of 
400,000 people, tbe searing 
midsummer beat this year sent 
daily consumptioD up to 250 
miUloa litres — > one of the world's 
highest per capita. 

Abu I%abi and Dubai, the 
wealthiest of the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE), have enough 
water from natural resources and 
desahnation plants for their needs. 

But in some of the poorer 
emirates, like Ajman and Umm 
A1 Quwain. drinking water 
brou^t in tanks from other parts 

tbe country can cost as much as 
petrol — between three and five 
dirhams (50.80 and 5M0) a 
gallon (4J litres). 

Oesa&ation plants have also 
been buQt in Qatar and Oman. 

But tbe Sultanate of Oman still 
relies heavily on a unique 
irrigation system believed to have 
been brought by Persians 2,000 
years ago. 

Tbe Faiaj ^stem draws water 
either from upland pools or 
underground reservoirs through 
shallow angled tunnels dug into 
mouQtamsides. 

Tbe water is distributed by 
canals and is tbe main source for 
agriculture. 00 wiiicb more than 
one ibird of Oman’s 1.2 milfion 
people depend for a fiving. 

But experts say overuse of 
privately-owned wells in the 
interior of Oman has Jed lo a 
four-fold rise hi salt levels in 
subterranean rock strata along tbe 
fertile Batinab coastal strip. 

Tbrou^iout the Gulf region, 
natural sources of fredi water 
have been steadily depleted by the 
demands of a growing population 
and the beady pace of 
development. 

As consumption rises and 
natural sources decline, Bahrain 
has a project to meet 90 per cent 
of ite needs through desahnation 
units, compared with 65 per cent 
at present. 

Oesaitnation plants are also 
used to generate electric power. 


Saudi Arabia has 15 power 
stations on the Red Sea and seven 
on the Gulf with a total capacity of 
480 megawatts. 

The kingdom has also buDt 360 
reservoirs, with a total stor^e 
capaci^ exceeding 710 bfllioD 
litres, to conserve rain water. 

The Gulf state has long 
considered importing water from 
the Shatt AJ Arab, the waterway 
(fividing Iraq and Iran. 

Natural reservoirs in Kuwait 
provide 340 milliou litres of 
brackish water daily for 
agricultural schemes. 

Kuwait recently comomsiooed 
a new feasibihty study to pipe 1.6 
bilfion litres a day across the 
border from Iraq. 


Union of homeless people 
being organised in U.S.

NEW YORK — As winter 
appxoariies, homeless people in 
several U.S. cities are organising a 
union to try to get help — by using 
force if necessary. 

“How dare they put us in soup 
lines how dare they put us in 
shelters that are nofiung more 
than prisons” says Chris Sprowal, 
founder of the union. 

Plans for a “winter offensive'' 
were announced at a recent 
meeting of the union’s New York 
organising committee. Ronald 
Darnaby, one of Sprowal’s 
lieutenants, said the plans 
included call for homeless people 
to occupy houses which have been 
repossessed by mortgage 
companies. 

“Whenever you apply pressure 
to this government, it will 
diange," Darnaby said. “You 
only get what you organise to 
take.” 

A New York chapter of the 
NationaJ Union for the Homeless 
will be formally launched at a 
riverside church rally late this 
month and SprowaJ says he 
expects at least 1,000 homeless 
people to be there. 

“We don't have economic 
power, we don’t have political 
power but file one thing we do 
have is our bodies,” Sprowal said 
in an interview with Reuters. 

‘ ‘ We have mass nu mbeis and we 
can build a force of people who are 
prepared to fight and go to jail in 
sacrifice.” 

According to Sprowal, chapters 
are functioning in Philadelphia. 
Boston, Chicago, Baltimore, 
Washington, New Orleans and 
Los Angeles. He cl aims 20,000 
members. 

There are no reliable figures for 
the number of homeless 
nationwide, but there are an 
estimated 25,000 homeless in 
New York, and this does not 
include many who live on the 
streets. 

“There will be those of you who 
say it cannot be done,” Sprowal 
told a rally of several hundred 
ho melees .in New York's Unioa 
Square recently. 

“SoMe of you think that 
homeless people are never going 
to pull together and organise. Pm 
here to tell you that’s a lie.” 
Sprowal said. 

Sprowal, 54. of Phfiadelphia. 
was once a labour organiser and 
has also been ho meless. His height 
— 6 feet 5 inches (1 .96 metres) — 
and his strong handshake make 


him an imposing figure. He is an 
emotional speaker. 

“This brother definitely got the 
fire in his belly," remarked one 
homeless man as Sprowal spoke 
beneath a yellow and red banner 
that said -‘Homeless not 
Helpless.” 

During the rally volunteers 
served steaming hot chicken, ribs, 
peas and macaroni salad to the 
homeless who came from tbe 
shelters, welfare hotels and the 
streets. 

Some carried shopping bags 
filled with personal belongings or 
plastic bags fuH of empty 
returnable cans and bottles, the 
prime source of cash for many 
people. One couple brought their 
possessions in two shopping carts. 

Tbe milon wants boasing, jobs, 
education and health care for Che 
homeless and it vows to emplo}' 
direct actioa — civS disobedience. 

So far there have been scattered 
incidents: 

— In Philadelphia, homeless 
activists were arrested earlier this 
year for sit-ins at the mayor's 
office to demand 24-hour access 
Co city shelters and at a private 
employment agenc}' they accused 
of charging exorbitant fees. 

— The group was also arrested 
in Philadelphia for stripping and 
jumping in a public fountain to 
dramatise the need for showers. 

— In Chicago, where the union 
went to court to uphold the right 
of homeless people to vote, 
members were arrested For 
protesting against the 
construction of luxury housing. 

— And in Los Angeles, a 
thousand homeless people 
stopped traffic in the business 
district for two hours after the 
founding convention of the Los 
Angeles chapter in June. 

The homeless union has 
alienated some; shelter workers 
say they feel the group is too 
aggressive. 

But the movement is welcomed 
by lawyer Bob Hayes who heads 
the New York Coalition for the 
Homeless, and is one of the 
leading advocates for tbe 
homeless in America todaj'. 

“Homelessness and hunger sre 
obscenities that have 10 bi 
struggled against.” Hayes toi^ 
Reuters in an interview at the 
coalition's cramped Manhattan 
office. 

“There are some people who 
pray for justice, some people fast 
to pressure the government to 
provide more funds. I litigate." 
Hayes said.

Soviet Union cautiously 
expands private sector 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Union has introduced l^slatkai 
whidi penniis smaB^cale (Xivate 
euterprise but falls short of 
measures that are in eftect in 
Hungary and other communist 
countries. 

The l^jriatkm was passed by 
the Supreme Soviet, the country’s 
nominal partiament, wlii^ afro 
adopted a budget and an 
economic plan for 1987 during a 
fioee-day session. 

The plan foresees 
iamtpvements in managemeBt 
efnciei^ and product quali^, 
reflecting Soviet leader, Nfr. 
Mfrhail Gorbachev’s goals of 
stneamKning the eoooomy and 
making the country more 
oontoSwive with the West. 

' Ite legislation on privam 
enterprise allows peo|^e to make 
doth^, shoes, furniture and toys 
and to repair cats, ^sartmeDts, 
televisions and radios. 

Family-run cafes will be 
pennitted and private tuition will 
be aUowed in subjects whidi are 
on the curricula of sdioofr and 
onrvBcsities. In all, some 29 types 
of private economic acthn^ will 
be permitted when die Unv takes 
eftect next May 1. 

Mr. Ivan Gladly, chainnao of 
the State Committee for Labour 
and Social Issues, a body with 


ministerial status, said he 
expected some two to three 
milfioo pettolo be working 
privately by next year. The Soviet 
Union hiu more than 280 milKftn 
people. 

Ibe Iqpslation falls short of 
measures moodiioed in Hungary, 
where authorities have increased 
the ipdependence of state 
enterprises, allowed numerous 
private busiaesses to Sourish and 
even intzodo^ a bond market 

Other Communist countries 
such as Qiina, ^land and 
Qon-aligDed Yogoslavia have also 
encouraged the private sector 
more than is envisaged under the 
new law. 

The Soviet economy was itself 
ipjfig fuDy in stale hand* during the 
1920s, when Vladimir Lenin, who 
1^ the Bolshevik Revoludoo. 
pursued hit new ecooomic pt^ky 
(NEP). 

The new I^jslation applies to 
citizens over 18. -wbo must 
however also wo& in the state 
sector, housewives, students, 
pensioners and the disabled. 
However, only members of the 
same family join in numing 
businesses and the hiring of 
Ikbour is strictly forbiddeQ.

LONDON (R) — Coffee prices have fallen 
dramatically after e^ht months at comparatively 
high levels, and traders said the slide may compd 
iat>ducers to renew stalled n^otlations on settii^ 
qnotas to tighten the market. 


The price is now about 139 U5. 
cents a pound. It was above $2 
early this year and around 180 
cents in Septeufoer. 

The International Coffee 
Organisation, an unforella grocf) 
of producers and importers, u 
supposed to convene an 
emergency meeting of hs board to 
consider earort quotas, if prices ' 
average below 145 cents over a 
IS-d^ period.

Other countries such as 
Indonesia and Kenya want new 
quotas which would reflect tbe 
recent expansion of their sales. 

Consumers see revision of 
quotas as a sensfole move but, 
although they have the right to 
veto any agreement, they are 
traditionaJly excluded from 
detailed quota HiOTi.ecfon« . 

Third World exporters of 
coffee, and several other 
commodities for which markets 
are weak, are stiug^ing to beat 
worid recession and cope with 
debt burdens. They are competing 
desperately for sales, making 
agreements on limiting 
production very difficult to 
achieve.

Attento^ to readi agreement in 
commodities as diverse as tin, 
rubber and sugar, have also run 
into major difficulties. 

Quotas are gener^y allocated 
roughly in proportion to how 
mudi a country produces at the 
time an agreement is readied. 
And with coffee production at 
present not limited by an 
agreement, producers are 
jo^ying for position. 

The secret^-general of the 
African Produced Ofganisatioa 
told his members to increase 
production so as to inq>rove their 
casefora biggerquota when worid 
prices falL 

But one large coffee buyer said 
tiuswasnot the start of a price war 
and that any fall in prices was 
unlikely to trickle thrcnigb to the 
shops. 

The countries expanding 
production are too small to make a 
real impact, be said, and the larger 
producers know it is not in dteir 
interests to let a price war taeak 
out. 

Traders say the recentfall in the 
coffee price reflects uncertainty 
about the intentions of Brazfl, 
whose coffee harvest this year was 
weU below normal and who in 
September took the unusual step 
ol buying coffee on the European 
market. 

Brazfl said the coffee was 
destined for domestic 
consoflq>tion.

Ihe forecast for next year fr 423.4 
miHioD tonnes. This yearns increase was attributed to larger milk 
production in Mexico -and tbe Soviet Union, which more than 
offret declines in Brazil and Eastern Europe, the report said. Tbe 
expe c ted leveling off in 1987 will be due mainly to declines in the 
United States and tbe European Community, which will offset 
increases in other countries, tbe report said.

Since that now 
showed a normal opening bid, you 
cannot be faulted for looking for 
game if you held a near opener your- 
self that included support for part- 
ner's suit.

Pope shows respect to ancient Fijian culture 


SUVA (R) — F(^ John Paul 
showed respect for pre-Christiao 
Fijian culture, saji^tiag a drink 
CQce condemned as devil worship, 
but called for a new drive to 
spread <2afoolicbin in the Pacific. 

The Pope's one-day visit to Rji, 
part of a six-nation tour, was 
/narked by a dear acceptance of 
the Pacific island nation’s cultural 
heric^. 

The Pontiff received a solemn 
welcome from hundreds of 
warrior dancers and chiefs 
wearing grass or leaf skirts, when 
he arriv‘<» here from Singapore. 

He accepted a ritual offering 
from a bare-chested, painted 
warrior of Ka\a. a traditional 
ceremonial drink made from the 
root of the pepper plant. 

Although prepared in a miM 
form, w'ifo its normal narcotic 
effect diiuted. it was iikelv to have 
^‘eo him a burning sensation in 
the mouth. .-^The ritual drink was 
(TODdemcec by early missionaries 
as devil worforp but is - now 
generally accepted. 

At the ceremosy the Pope was 
also given a polished whale's 
tooth, a traditio^l symbol of high 
esteem. 

Later me Pbpe oeld>iated an 

open-air mass attened by around 


20,000 people. He was escorted to 
the altar tty a phalanx of eight 
armed waniois wearily only loin 
clofoes, bone necklaces and leaf 
decorations, foeir faces marked 
wifo paint. 

The warriors, armed with heavy- 
caived war dubs and long speais, 
guarded the altar — a podium 
raised on rocks w-ifo a straw roof. 

Three other Fijian men, 
wearng traditional muss skins 
and with yellow dom Hanging 
from their arms, acted as servers at 
the mass, carrying foe candles, 
communion bell and incense. 

The concessions to 
pre-Christian culture were in line 
with the Pope's behaviour on his 
previous two stops in the 
predominantly oon-Catbolic 
oouotries of Ban^adesh and 
Singapore, where he urged respect 
for other religfons and national 
loyalty. 

At foe mass, the Pope uiged 
'Christian unity as well as dialogue 
with the Hindu and Muwm 
community in Fiji. He also 
callei for more -young men to 
volunteer for the Catholic 
priesthood. 

In a later address to the E^ific, 
Bitiiops' Cboference be repeated 
hisq^jeal. “My prayer is that you 


will witness such a fiowering of 
vocations in yourmidstthat, in the 
not too distant fumre, the 
diurdies (in foe Pacific) which 
have been estalished by 
missionaries will in turn be 
sending forth missionaries to 
other nations.” 

Candidates for foe priesthood 
are actually increasing in foe 
South Pacific, in cemtrast to man y 
ofoer parts of foe world. But 
Vatican officials said the Pope 
believed the thousands of Manrfv 
in the region needcxl many more 
priests.

Mr. KannaTs removai comes 
(Xily about seven months after be 
was r^Iaced as genersal secretaiy 
of foe (Communist) Peofrie’s 
Democratic Party of Af^ianistaQ 
(PDPA) by fon^r secret police 
diief NajfiniUah. 

It also Goinddes wifo renewed 
efforts by a special United 
•Nation’s!- envoy to break a 
deadlock between Kabul and 
Iriamabad over a timetable for a 
Soviet troop pullout in a proposed 
political setuement in war-toin 
Afghanistan. 

Kdxii Radio quoted Najibullah 
as telling party members that 
57-year-oid Karmwal was 
reKeWd on “humanistic grounds” 
as his health was “deterioratmg 
wifo evety passing day.” 

But A^pan exiles and Western 
dqilomats in Pakistan have 
reported moves by Mr. Najibullah 
to omsolidate his power and 
eliminate Mr. KarmaTs influence.

deariy pro-Sdviet NajireJldi. 

Nevertheless, his star waned 
and over the past two montiis the 
diplomats reported that his 
portraits were less and less virile 
<m public buildiags ia foe Af^ian 
c^hal. 

The United States Thursday 
dismissed as meaningless the 
departure of Mr. Karmal. 

Slate Depaitmeot qxikesman 
Charles Redman told reporters 
that Mr. Kannai's departure 
“would have no effect.” 

“The Soviets omtiaue to caU- 
the foots, undt^tedly inchufoig' .- 
this me,” he said. 

Privately, US. officials were 
even more dismissive. *Thcy said 
the only surprise in the move was 
that it had not b^^iened earlier.
